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REMARKS 

The Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present Application in 
view of the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 
Claims 1 and 1 0 have been amended. 

Claims 46-54 have been added to present claims of varying scope. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this Application. A 
detailed listing of claims that are, or were, in the Application, irrespective of whether the 
claim(s) remain under examination in the Application, is presented, with an appropriate defined 
status identifier. 

Claims 1-7, 10, 11, 13, 14 and 19-54 are now pending. 

The Applicants believe that the present Application is now in condition for 
allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the Application as amended is respectfully requested. 

New Claims 46-54 

New dependent Claims 46-54 have been added to present claims of varying 
scope. No new matter has been added. 

New Claims 46, 47 and 52 depend from independent Claim 1. New Claims 48, 
49 and 53 depend from independent Claim 7. New Claims 50, 51 and 54 depend from 
independent Claim 10. 

Double Patenting 

On page 1 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1-7, 10, 1 1, 13, 14 
and 19-45 under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over the patented Claims of 
U.S. Patent No. 6, 186,355 to Luedecke. A terminal disclaimer signed by an attorney of record 
is provided to overcome this rejection. Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 1-7, 10, 1 1, 13, 14 and 19-45 under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting.
